I delivered ttf him the original note 
from Col. Burr to me, of which a copy 
is now forwarded, and 1 presume it is 
yet among Mr. Jefferson's 
papers.

was furnished with a copy of it, in the 
hand writing of Col. Coles, his private 
Secretary, which is with my papers in 
Kentucky. • 


This, my dear Doctor, is a true and 


faithful account of my connexion with 
Col. Burr.
